The Royal Home-Coming. 


If King Edward's subjects beyond the seas 
| accorded the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and 
York cheery welcomes, it was naturally antici- 
pated that their return to England would be 
nothing short of a national event. At Ports- 
mouth the greetings were thoroughly British, 
while in London the Royal travellers were given 
the most sincere reception. The town has been 
significant in many ways, especially illustrating 
the intense loyalty to the British Throne on the 
part of the sons and daughters of the great 
Motherland. The Duke in the course of the tour

won additional popularity by his tactful speeches, 
and was ably seconded by his amiable consort. 
On Thursday, Oct. 31, the Channel Squadron 
met the Ophir forty miles south of the Fastnet 
Lighthouse, giving her a most imposing recep- 
tion, and on the same day the King and Queen, 


of York, Princess Victoria, and Prince and 
Princess Charles of Denmark, travelled to Ports- 
mouth Harbour by the Brighton line. 


The Royal Party 
were received at the Dockyard jetty by Admirals 
Hotham and Aldrich and General Sir Baker 
Russell.

in connection with it at the Buckingham Palace end of the 
Mall. The Palace itself has been a real difficulty to the 
competing architects. Mr. Webb suggests the raising of 
the facade of Buckingham Palace. This amendment would 
assuredly be necessary to secure dignity in the general 
appearance. If such an alteration is carried into effect, we 
daresay its cost would be de‘rayed from the public purse. 
What remains to be provided for by private subscriptions 
is the “Processional * Road," which, beginning at the 
Queen's Statue, would run along the Mall, and be carried

This figure is supported by two smaller ones, 
emblematic of Courage and Constancy. Standing on the 
ground, one will be almost 70 ft. below the figare of Victory. 
‘The eye descends to a point where the pedestal broadens 
out, as it were, and is square. Here, on the face looking 
down the Mall, will be a fine bronze figure of Queen 
Victoria seated on her throne. Her presence will be the 
note of the monument, but not to the overshadowing of 
allegorical groups, which will proclaim the greatness of 
herself and her reign. 


Mr. Thomas Brock, R.A,—This well- known 
sculptor, who was appointed to execute the memorial to 
the late Quéen Victoria, is 
a native of the old-time 
city of Worcester, where 
he saw the light fifty-four 
yearsago. Having passed 
through the Government 
School of Design in his 
birthplace, he continued 
his studies at the Royal 
Academy School, where he 
won the highest honours. 
He then entered the studio 
of the late John “Henry 
Foley, first as pupil, and 
then as assistant. On the 
demise of his illustrious 
master, he was commis- 
sioned to complete several 
important works, one being 
the O'Connell monu- 
ment in Dublin. Among 
Mr. Brock's statues and 
busts we may include his 
Richard Baxter, Robert 
Raikes, Sir Rowland Hill, 
Sir Erasmus Wilson, Sir 
Richard Temple, and the 
poet Longfellow (in the 
Abbey of Westminster). Among his ideal works may 
be named '*Salmacis," * Hercules Strangling Anteeus,”’
